SETTING BY TIFFANY: To those of us 
who take great pride in the Washington, D. C. 
International and in the lavish reconstruction 
of Laurel, no announcement from the track’s 
offices could have been more welcome than 
the report that President John D. Schapiro 
and his associates plan to enlarge the main 
track to accommodate a mile grass course. 

For some time management has been aware 
that the present “about seven furlongs” green¬ 
sward is not in keeping with the imposing 
stature attained by the International since its 
conception in 1952. Despite the fact that the 
course has entertained top-class Thorough¬ 
breds from the stables of H.R.H. Queen 
Elizabeth II, President Sean T. O’Kelly of 
Ireland, Sir Winston Churchill and Prince Aly 
Khan, certain few prominent American owners 
have been reluctant to race their cracks on the 
confining strip. All that is due to change. 

The plan is to enlarge the main track’s 
circumference—now one mile—to a mile and 
an eighth, thus permitting the expansion of 
the inner turf course to a full mile. Manage¬ 
ment hopes to complete the new course in 
time for the 1959 fall meeting. Preliminary 
work is to be undertaken before next spring’s 
session, with major construction scheduled for 
the summer and fall months prior to the 
autumn term. 

Although details are still to be “finalized,” 
the plan is to “open” the eastern and southern 
sections of the track, permitting the laying- 
out of wider stretches and well-banked, sweep¬ 
ing turns. Thus, the mile-and-one-half Inter¬ 
national will start at the head of the stretch 
and finish approximately where the present 
clubhouse turn is situated. 

The Schapiro regime has expended approx¬ 
imately $5,000,000 in improvements since it 
purchased Laurel in November, 1950. Under 
Schapiro’s aegus a $3,000,000 clubhouse and 
Turf club has been erected, the grandstand has 
been refurbished, much-copied backstretch 
motels have been constructed, the parking area 
increased and new roads installed, with the re¬ 
sult that Laurel has become one of the finest 
racetracks on the American continent. 

Still another new step forward is the pro- 
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gramming of the Laurel Maturity Handicap 
next spring with a gross purse exceeding $100,- 
000, $50,000 of which will be added money. 
The first (1959) running of the mile-and-an- 
eighth race will be for foals of 1955 (four- 
year-olds next year). Such a race will be a 
"natural,” following as it will the $100,000 
Widener, Gulfstream Park and Campbell 
Memorial Handicaps. Fuller details on fees, 
nominations and closing appear elsewhere in 
this issue. 

BACKTRACKING: Taking up the baton 
where the April issue left off, the 12th, and 
probably last, running of the Bowie Breeders’ 
Stakes is next on the agenda. This four-and-a- 
half furlong number drew a field of 15 starters, 
of which 13 were maidens, including six first¬ 
time starters. Because it could be scheduled no 
later than two weeks after the running of the 
first two-year-old race of the Maryland season, 
the Bowie Breeders’ amounted to a gilt-edged 
maiden race. Management had no other al¬ 
ternative if it was to sponsor the race at its 
own track. Next year it will be a different 
story. 

In cooperation with the MHBA, Bowie has 
agreed to abandon the Bowie Breeders’, at 
least in its present form, and replace it next 
year with a $10,000 event for Maryland-bred 
three-year-olds at either six or seven furlongs. 
The $10,000 purse represents an increase of 
$2,500 in added money over the 1958 race. 
The new event will become one of the series 
of five stakes for Maryland-breds that MHBA 
president John P. Pons hopes to see completed 
in 1959. 

Ella K. Bryson’s home-bred and Florida- 
seasoned Peeping Tom had an easy time in the 
Breeders’ Stakes. He jumped in front right at 
the start and never was headed in winning by 
four lengths. C. T. Coburn’s Another Wish got 
up for second after being in the hunt all the 
way. Kiperic, the favorite, was third, three- 
quarters of a length to the fore of Mrs. M. G. 
Christmas’s first-time starter, Allchain. 

Trained by Burt Griswold, and ridden to 
his first win by Joe Culmone, Peeping Tom 
was making his fourth start. He had been third 
in his debut to Accomplish, and trailed the 
same colt in the Hialeah Juvenile Stakes. In 
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Boncrist Farm's Backbone winning the $20,000-added Chesapeake Stakes at Laurel. Jockey Wal¬ 
ter Blum took a look at Montpelier Farm’s Nala (Shuk up) as he crossed the line. Roslyn Farm's 
Principado finished third in the race and W. Hal Bishop's Pemberton collected fourth money. 


his first Bowie outing the ridgeling was second 
to Sir Salonga. 

A son of Carrier Pigeon—Devil’s Girl, by 
Diavolo, Peeping Tom required 34 4/5 sec¬ 
onds to negotiate the distance over a slow strip. 
He was foaled March 30, 1956 at Ray Bryson’s 
El Ray Farm, Kingsville. 

Peeping Tom is the seventh winner for 
his dam, a sister to the stakes winner White 
Cockade. 

After the Bowie Breeders’, Peeping Tom’s 
record read: 4 starts, 1 win, 1 second, 1 third 
and $7,404. His maiden victory was worth 
$6,554 to his owner and $9.20 to his support¬ 
ers in the wagering fraternity. 

HOME AWAY FROM HOME: Bowie is 
the closest thing to a ' Promised Land” that 
Trainer Hirsch Jacobs has seen on this earth. 
The stakes the red-thatched and affable Jacobs 
hasn’t won at Bowie hardly are worth men¬ 
tioning. 

Racing Secretary John Turner, Jr., is the 
only person at Bowie who has had a shot at 
Round Table, Bold Ruler and Gallant Man 
this year. But he got in only a glancing blow 
when he assigned 134 to the first two and 132 
to Gallant Man for the $100,000 Campbell Me¬ 
morial, March 29. None of the topweights was 
a taker, leaving Calumet’s 1957 Derby winner. 
Iron Liege, the starting highweight at 126. 

The Bull Lea four-year-old was the hottest 
thing Bowie punters had seen all season, but as 
Bill Hartack has said, ’’that sucker [Iron Liege] 
can do just about anything when he wants to, 
but getting him to do it is something else 
again.” Hartack was busy in Florida winning 
the Florida Derby while Dave Erb sat astride 
an unwilling Iron Liege at Bowie. 

Flying Chief, winner of the Southern Mary¬ 
land Handicap, shot his bolt early, was re¬ 
placed on the front end by Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt’s Find going down the backside. 

Entering the stretch turn. Find looked to be 


Vanderbilt’s second Campbell winner, but not 
even Joe Culmone’s strongest ride could stand 
off the determined Promised Land. The latter 
hooked Find inside the eighth pole and drew 
off to a two-length score. It was the Jacobs 
colt’s second straight $100,000 win. In his 
previous race, he had won the San Juan Capis¬ 
trano at Santa Anita. 

It was at Bowie that the Campbell winner 
first showed signs of flowering into a top-hole 
colt. He won the Governor’s Gold Cup at the 
Southern Maryland course last spring a year 
ago and closed out his three-year-old cam¬ 
paign with a smashing win in the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial. In between the Bowie and Pimlico features 
he sandwiched four other 1957 stakes triumphs. 

Jacobs, a California, Kentucky and Maryland 
breeder, races his horses in the salmon and 
emerald colors of his wife. 

Jockey Ismael (Milo) Valenzuela, brother 
of Angel, rode Promised Land to his $73,645 
Bowie score. The colt’s time for the mile and

a sixteenth was 1:45 4/5. The four-year-old 
is a son of Palestinian, which Baltimore-born 
Jockey Sammy Boulmetis recalls as one of the 
gamest horses he ever has ridden. 

Promised Land is from the * Mahmoud mare, 
Mahmoudess, also the dam of the 1958 stakes 
winner. Born Rich. Those breeding pundits 
who insist that mares raced hard and long are 


not inclined to be good broodmares can claim 
Mahmoudess as the exception which proves 
their rule. Mahmoudess, like the charwoman 
who worked nights to put her son through 
college, toiled long and hard for gold. In an 
almost incredible 117 starts, Promised Land’s 
dam campaigned five seasons, winning $95,312. 
Her most remunerative performance was a 
victory in the 1946 Molly Pitcher Handicap. 

TIME HEALS ALL WOUNDS; There are 
a few men on the Turf who can say they have 
improved on Jimmy Jones’s handiwork; W. 
A. Croll, Jr. is one of them. But you won’t 
catch him boasting of it. CroH’s "big horse’’ 
is R. E. Faircloth’s Sharpsburg, a hve-year-old 
chestnut horse by *Alibhai—*Nina Bruja, by 
Embrujo, which, due to unsoundness, never 
made the first team at Calumet. 

Interested in purchasing some well-bred 
horses for Faircloth, Croll went to the Calumet 
barn, took a fancy to the *Alibhai horse and 
bought him, two broken foot bones and all. 
Before the young trainer had left, he had 
bought Liberty Sun, Vendome, Arzilla and 
others. 

Sharpsburg ran three times last year in 
Faircloth’s colors, winning each time. This 
season he made his debut in Laurel’s opening- 
day Capitol Handicap and delighted the chalk 
players with a driving length victory. Ridden

through six muddy furlongs in 1:13 1/5. The 
Capitol, Sharpsburg’s initial stakes score, was 
worth $8,000 and increased his earnings to 
$29,910. Since then he lost a heart-breaker to 
One-Eyed King in the $50,000 Lincoln Special. 

Pete’s Folly, from W. H. Bishop’s well- 
stocked barn, closed strongly for second money, 
two lengths before G. W. Parker’s Sand Boy. 

POISON ON THE HOOF: When she’s 
right, B. A. Dario’s five-year-old mare Venom¬ 
ous packs a lethal punch. And she was deadly 
in the Cherry Blossom Handicap on April 5. 
Breaking on the outside, she scooted off to a 
lead that reached five lengths on the stretch 
turn, began to tire under a burdensome 124 
pounds but held sway to win by a length from 
Harold H. Polk’s fast-finishing Linda’s Dream. 


Salix, which couldn’t get close enough to 
prompt the leader, held on for third over Lady 
Angora. 

A daughter of the defunct Mel Hash, from 
the Heather Broom mare, Spiteful Sue, Venom¬ 
ous was scoring her first victory since the 
Interborough Handicap at Jamaica last Octo¬ 
ber. Like Mahmoudess, Venomous’s dam had a 
busy track career before her retirement to stud. 
She won 12 of 97 starts, earning $36,377. 

Venomous, which spotted her six Cherry 
Blossom rivals from nine to 17 pounds, has 
won 14 of 26 starts and $86,350. In addition 
to her Interborough victory, her 1957 cam¬ 
paign was brightened by a successful sally in 
the Colonial Handicap at Garden State. 

EENIE, MEENIE, MEAUX: Former mule 
trader and sheriff W. H. Bishop is quick to 
tell you his operation isn’t geared to stakes 
horses. He’s won 100 or more races each year 
since 1944, most of them with cheap claimers. 
In late years he’s upgraded his stable, and in 
his complex buying, swapping and claiming 
operations has come up with a stakes horse 
now and then. Pemberton is one of them. This 
winner of the Chesapeake Trial is by the 
Bull Lea horse, Lees Boy, and out of ’"‘Helio¬ 
polis’s daughter. Bird Brain. 

Sharing topweight of 124 pounds with the 
Governor’s Gold Cup winner, Deack Duncan, 
Pemberton was content to lag early, took to 
the outside when ready to make his run, and 
then wore down Alliance and Battle Neck to 
win by a neck. Clarence Meaux (pronounced 
Mo) who is in the thick of the running for 
the national riding title, was astride the win¬ 
ner. Overlooked in the wagering, probably due 
to his defeat by Deack Duncan at Bowie, Pem¬ 
berton paid $23 and stepped the six furlongs 
in a creditable 1:12 1/5 in the mud. 
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Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs* Promised Land winning the John B. Campbell Memorial Handicap, with 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt*s Find second. The $100,000 Campbell climaxed the Bowie race meeting. 
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The Chesapeake Trial, slated to be dropped 
by Laurel next year, was Pemberton s fourth 
victory in ten starts this year. It was worth 
$7,920 to Owner-Trainer Bishop. The colt is 
for sale. 

CHIP OFF THE OLD BLOCK; If Frank A. 
''Downey” Bonsai were to suddenly give up 
the training ghost and turn to some less frus¬ 
trating profession, you could hardly blame him. 
The Man from Mantua Hill has had two very 
ornery colts in recent seasons; the unfortunate 
part of it all is that they were—or are—very 
good colts. 

Just about this time three years ago. Bonsai 
had under his wing the very capable Saratoga, 
a temperamental son of the fiery * Blenheim 
11. The Montpelier-owned colt had won the 
Chesapeake and Bonsai was readying him for 
the Preakness. Then, the colt got some ideas 
of his own and wouldn’t train kindly. Bonsai 
was ready to tear out his hair. A hidebound 
bundle of nerves, Saratoga didn’t have a dry 
hair on him when they played "Maryland, My 
Maryland,” but he took command a few strides 
out of the gate and it was everything Nashua 
could do to haul down his ensign. Saratoga 
fought like a bulldog in the stretch, running 
the race of his life. He was beaten a length by 
the colt that later was to become the leading 
money-winner of the world. 

This season. Bonsai has the temperamental 
Nala to contend with. Also a Montpelier-bred, 
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Bernie Bond, popular Maryland trainer who 
always is near the top in the standings. 
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Peeping Tom gallops off with Bowie Breeders* 
Stakes. The Bryson representative defeated 
J. A. Coburn’s Another Wish by four lengths. 

from Accra, dam of the stakes winners Songai, 
Nahodah and the steeplechase champion, Neji, 
Nala showed in the Pimlico Futurity last fall 
that he was a colt of high promise. Jewel’s Re¬ 
ward beat him only a length. 

In two Hialeah races, Nala wouldn’t give 
his best, being beaten off badly both times. 
Then, in an allowance race at Laurel, Bonsai 
tied down the colt’s tongue. It seemed to help. 
He just galloped away from Pemberton. In 
the Chesapeake, which was to decide his start¬ 
ing status in the Derby, he had the race won 
until he tried to savage Backbone, the eventual 
winner, in the closing yards. That decided it. 
He 11 await the Preakness, a la Saratoga. 

While Nala’s questionable behavior dis¬ 
tracted attention from Backbone, the latter 
won on his own merit after holding sway for 
all but the first few yards. Backbone, imported 
in utero, is by the 1953 International winner, 
Worden II, from ^Shooting High, by Hy¬ 
perion. He is owned by C. J. Devine (Boncrist 
Farm) and is trained by L. Murray. Waiter 
Blum was up. 

Backbone stepped the mile and a sixteenth 
in 1:44 3/5 on a fast track. He won by a half 
length. Two and one-half lengths behind the 
runner-up, Nala, was the latter’s entrymate, 
Principado, owned by Gough Thompson’s 
Roslyn Farm. Pemberton passed tired horses to 
be fourth.

DARE AND DOUBLE DARE: Maryland 
breeding was represented by strong entries in 
both halves of the split Prioress Stakes at 
Jamaica on April 9. Since its inception in 
1948, this six-furlong stakes for three-year-old 
fillies has been closely associated with Mary¬ 
land people and their horses. The inaugural 
was won by Itsabet, owned by Baltimorean 
Harry Z. Isaacs’ Brookfield farm. In 1950, 
Alfred Vanderbilt’s Next Move won, and, five 
years later, the same owner’s Sometime Thing, 
champion of the 1953 MHBA Yearling Show, 
was first home. 

Mrs. Walter A. Edgar’s home-bred Milady 
Dares, one of only two foals in the first crop 
of the young *Princequillo sire. Prince Dare, 
outgamed the favored Two Cent Stamp to win 
by a head. The filly is her sire’s first starter, 
first winner, first stakes winner. 

Dared To, Prince Dare’s only other foal of 
1955, did not race at two but made his debut 
a winning one at Laurel on April 22. 

Milady Dares was bred at Woodlawn Farm, 
Mrs. Edgar’s Howard County stud, and was 
foaled there on February 7. She is the first 
foal of her dam. Milady Marge, a daughter of 
Occupy which raced only at three, winning 
two of her four starts. 

Third choice in the betting. Milady Dares 
was away slowly but responded to a fine ride 
by young Art Chambers to earn first money of 
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$10,946. Two Cent Stamp, Countess Marcy 
and Any Morn took the lesser awards. 

Trainer J. J. Rowan conditions Mrs. Edgar’s 
horses. 

The Prioress winner won four races, finished 
second in the Maryland Futurity and third in 
the Pimlico Breeders’ and won $17,150 in 14 
starts at two. This season, she had been sec¬ 
ond in the Miss Maryland Stakes and an al¬ 
lowance race before junketing to Jamaica. 

Knollwood Stable’s Miss Maryland and Bar¬ 
bara Frietchie winner, Movitave, was second 
choice to Brookmeade Stable’s The Runner in 
the second division of the Prioress but failed 
to show her true form, finishing fifth after 
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W. Hal Bishop’s Pemberton, winner of the 
Chesapeake Trial at Laurel. C. Meaux up. 
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Mrs. Kay E. Jensen with her two-year-old filly 
Tu Amiga, recent winner at Jamaica. Tu Amiga 
is the first of Quiet Step's orogeny to race.

racing wide all the way. She was beaten about 
two and three-quarter lengths by the $109-50 
winner, Dixie Miss, which required 1:13 2/5 
to win her division as compared to Milady 
Dares’s 1:12 4/5. 

BUSINESS TREND: While at this writing 
Laurels tote and turnstile counts are up over 
those of a comparable period last spring, 
Bowie’s figures for its 34-day early meeting 
were down. Bucking the worst that the el¬ 
ements could toss its way, the Southern Mary¬ 
land course played host to 371,935 fans during 
the 34 of its scheduled 40 racing days. This 
represents a decline of 9 per cent below 1957 
attendance. The handle was off 8 percentage 
points. All things considered, this was a re¬ 
markable showing and Donald Lillis and his 
associates are looking forward to similar dates 
next year—providing Pimlico and Laurel keep 
open their training facilities. 

Promised Land’s Campbell score and Paper 
Tiger’s Bowie Handicap triumph easily made 
Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs leading owner of the 
Bowie meeting with s$97,062. The first-named 
horse led in his division with $72,645. 

Jockey Joe Culmone, riding in the best form 
of his career, topped his rivals with 27 vic¬ 
tories, nine more than runner-up Art Cham¬ 
bers. 

W. H. Rodgers edged out Bernie Bond, 12 
winners to 11, among the trainers. 

THE DANCER’S FIRST: By strange coin¬ 
cidence, Native Dancer’s first starter. Circle M 
Farm’s East Indian, won the first race of his 
career on the sixth anniversary (April 19) of 
his sire’s successful debut. Both scored at the 
Jamaica track by open margins and were rid¬ 
den by Eric Guerin, who was aboard The 
Dancer in 21 of his 22 starts. 
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East Indian, out of Roman s daughter. Sweet 
Woman, led all the way to score as the popular 
choice. He stepped the five furlongs in 1:00 
flat on a fast track. The bay colt, which paid 
$4.90 to win, is trained by C. W. Parish. 

ODDS AND AN ENDING: CBS will 
televise the Dixie Handicap and Preakness 
Stakes over a national hook-up. The Preakness 
Prep, on Monday, May 12, will be televised 
locally by WMAR-TV . . . State Steward 
Joseph F. Flanagan will judge the MHBA 
Yearling Show on the Pimlico clubhouse lawn 
on Sunday, May 11. Election of MHBA board 
of directors will follow the yearling show in 
the clubhouse. . . . The Laurel Lucky Lady 
Seminars and Railbird Reviews were well re¬ 
ceived by the fans. . . . Pimlico will get a few 
good colts that didn’t make the Derby. . . . The 
Baltirnore City Council has killed a bill con¬ 
demning for school use the 24-acre tract east 
of Old Pimlico Road that the Maryland Jockey 
Club uses as a parking lot. . . . During 1957 
Maryland derived a total of $9,148,906 in 
revenue from racing, both Thoroughbred and 
Harness. 

Laurel Maturity 

John Schapiro, president of Laurel Race 
Course, announced recently that the track will 
stage a new handicap race next spring exclu¬ 
sively for four-year-olds. The race will have a 
gross purse in excess of $100,000. 

The new stakes event will be known as the 
Laurel Maturity Handicap. The distance will 
be a mile and an eighth, and the Laurel man- 
agement will add $50,000 to the subscription 
eligibility, entrance and starting fees. 

Due to its conditions and the fact that Laurel 
desires to inaugurate the lucrative stakes next 
spring, nominations to both the 1959 and I960 
runnings of the Laurel Maturity will close on 
August 1, this year. 

Thus, Laurel again injects additional prestige 
into the national and Maryland racing scenes, 
as it did in 1952 with the fabulous $100,000 
Washington D. C. International, and this year 
with the Maryland Derby for three-year-olds 
bred in the State. 

With the addition of the Maturity, Laurel’s 
spring stakes schedule for future years will be 
most inviting to horsemen and patrons. The 
Chesapeake Stakes for three-year-olds, Laurel’s 
traditional Kentucky Derby preview; the 
Laurel Handicap, for three-year-olds and up, 
the track’s oldest race with 45 runnings; and 
the brand new Maryland Derby, for three-year- 
olds bred in Maryland, will team up with the 
Maturity to be the big four of the future. 
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Laurel officials discuss conditions of the track's 
new Maturity. President John Schapiro, 
Racing Secretary Charles McLennan and Ex¬ 
ecutive Vice-President foe Cascarella plan 
to inaugurate the race for four-year-olds 
next season. Also the size of the track will 
be enlarged to give a full mile turf course 
for the Washington, D. C., International. 

Several lesser stakes, such as the Cherry 
Blossom Handicap and the Chesapeake Trial, 
will be abandoned. They may be replaced by 
overnight events. 

This program is a worthy complement to 
Laurel’s fall schedule, which now includes the 
International, the coveted Selima, the popular 
Turf Cup, and the time-honored Maryland 
Futurity. 

The Laurel Maturity will be the only race of 
its type and conditions east of the Mississippi. 
The Santa Anita Maturity, raced each Jan¬ 
uary, is also for four-year-olds but it is a sub- 
cription event, with weight penalties and re¬ 
quires that horses be nominated as yearlings. 
The Maryland race is a handicap, and, begin¬ 
ning with the I960 running, closes for two- 
year-olds. 

The 1959, or first running of the Maturity, 
will be for three-year-olds of this season or 
foals of 1955. This means that the current 
Triple Crown candidates such as Jewel’s Re¬ 
ward, Silky Sullivan, Tim Tam and others may 
compete next spring. 

To make their horses eligible next year, 
owners of present three-year-olds must deposit 
$10 with their entry blank by August I, 1958. 
$50 by November 1, $200 by February 1, 1959, 
$250 to pass the entry box, and $750 to start. 

Supplementary entries to the 1959 race may 
be made on or before March 1, 1959, upon 
payment of $2,500. Of the $50,000 added by 
Laurel, $2,000 will go to the nominator of 
the winner, with the balance of the added 
money and all fees to be divided 65 per cent to 
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the owner of the winner; 20 to second; 10 to 
third, and 5 to fourth. The weights, to be as¬ 
signed by Handicapper Charles McLennan, 
are due March 15, 1959- 

The I960 running is for current two-year- 
olds, foals of 1956. In addition to the initial 
$10 fee on August 1, this year, owners must 
post $50 by May 1, 1959, $200 by November 1, 
$250 to pass the entry box, and $750 to start. 
Supplementary entries for the I960 version 
may be made on or before March 1, I960, by 
subscription of $5,000. Weights are due March 
15, I960. Nominator awards and the distribu¬ 
tion of the purse will be conducted in the 
same manner as the 1959 version. 

Dixie Handicap Nominations 

Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Promised Land, win¬ 
ner of two $100,000 races already this year, 
and Brookmeade Stable’s Oligarchy, winner of 
the Widener and the Laurel Handicaps head 
a list of 34 proven handicap stars nominated 
for the $25,000 Dixie Handicap at Pimlico. 

The Dixie, for three-year olds and up, will 
be run for the 57th time. It is at a distance of 
1 3/8ths miles over Pimlico’s turf course. To 
be run on Saturday, May 10, the race will be 
nationally telecast over the CBS network.

K eeping an accurate, honest diary of one’s 
activities makes for an efficient existence. 
Accomplishments are noted and may be gloated 
over later. Also, enough emphasis is placed upon 
mistakes to lessen the chance of falling into the 
same error twice. 

It is much like budgeting money. If plans are 
laid out and carefully followed, it is perfectly 
simple to live within a given income and have 
money over for a rainy day. 

A few years ago, I decided to start keeping 
a diary of my v/ork among the horses and horse 
people, just to be able to say. Look, heres 
what I did last month.” 

I got the idea from Mr. Humphrey Finney. 
His ' Editor’s Saddlebag,” in The Maryland 
Horse, always fascinated me—all the places he 
visited, and all the meals he came in for. I 
spied on Mr. Finney and discovered that he 
carried a little leather-bound book and ball-point 
pen and was forever jotting down notes about 
the people he called on. It added up to a lot of 
newsy items that spread into a fetching column. 

So I decided to keep a diary. 

1 acquired a little leather-bound book and 
a ball-point pen and was in business. Honestly 
and conscientiously, I jotted down every ac¬ 
tivity of moment for the first few hours.

Sire of Champions 

SIR ARCHIE^ by Elizabeth Asmis Cameron 
Blanchard and Manly Wade Wellman. 198 
pps., plus notes, ill. The University of North 
Carolina Press, Chapel Hill N. C. $5.00. Sir 
Archie—sixteen hands high, glearning bay in 
color, strong, fleet, brave, and beautiful—amply 
fulfilled the description of a Southern aristocrat. 
He was vigorous and clean-limbed, with pro¬ 
portions considered ideal in a race horse. Grace 
and pride were in the rise of his neck. His eye 
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was brilliant, and in profile his head showed a 
concave nose, the mark of Arabian blood. 

Foaled in 1805, at Ben Lomond estate in 
Cumberland County, Virginia, Sir Archie lived 
through twenty-eight years of America’s great 
racing age. He was a Thoroughbred race horse, 
and as winner and sire he outshone everything 
in the ante-bellum South, where the breeding 
and racing of fine horses was an inspiring and 
satisfying activity, and when Virginia and 
North Carolina horses dominated tracks 
throughout the nation. 

Unappreciated as a colt, passed from owner 
to owner, shaking off a wasting illness to run 
his first race, he did not seem distinguished at 
the beginning; but he rallied and in four 
climactic contests, at the ’'heroic distance” of 
four miles, he literally drove his competitors 
from the turf. After this he became the Foun¬ 
dation Sire of the American Thoroughbred. 
His four hundred sons and daughters included 
the greatest runners of their period, and 
through them have descended the champions 
of today’s racing world. 

The ante-bellum life of which Sir Archie 
was a part was as colorful and exciting as his 
career, for in these years the apex of gracious 
living was reached on the plantations of sea¬ 
board Virginia and North Carolina. Although 
he was foaled in Virginia, Sir Archie spent the 
greater part of his life in North Carolina, 
where he was admired and loved along with the 
other heroes of his day. Among the human 
notables who were associated with him were: 
General William R. Davie, defender and 
builder of North Carolina; William Ransom 
Johnson, the "Napoleon of the Turf”; brilliant, 
erratic John Randolph of Roanoke; and Robert 
Potter, the explosive demagogue who publicly 
insulted almost everyone he knew except Sir 
Archie. 

Few Americans triumphed more gallantly 
over odds, wore honors more gracefully, or 
were so honestly mourned after death as was 
Sir Archie, forefather of such great horses of 
the American turf as Man o’ War, Gallant Fox, 
War Admiral, and Native Dancer. 

Elizabeth Amis Cameron Blanchard, whose 
ancestors owned and loved Sir Archie in 
Northampton County, North Carolina, dedi¬ 
cated years of her life to gathering and organ¬ 
izing material for a biography of Sir Archie. 
After her death, the task of completing this 
work was assumed by Manly Wade Wellman, 
who has written more than a dozen books, 
fiction and non-fiction, dealing with Southern 
history and folkways.

The Hunt Meetings 

by Anne Christmas 


MY LADY’S MANOR: Anybody who 
cared enough about timber racing to see the 
My Lady’s Manor race at Monkton on April 
12 was either a dyed-in-the-wool fan or wrap- 
ped-in-the wool, or both. It was one of those 
chill, rainy, windy April days on which a 
steeplechase enthusiast constantly must remind 
himself that this is sport. 

And sport indeed it was, in the close finish 
of the feature, when Mrs. Henry Obre’s Coup- 
de-Vite scored by three parts of length over 
Benjamin H. Griswold’s Doll Ram, two of the 
four survivors in an eight-horse field. The 
slippery footing had sent the other four acrop- 
per, and those who completed the course con¬ 
sidered themselves as blessed by good fortune. 

The Griswold horse, which won this race 
last year, was in top fencing form despite the 
mud and set the place over much of the three- 
mile course. At the l6th and last fence it was 
still Doll Ram in front by three lengths, with 
17-year-oId Ben Griswold, IV aboard. But 
*Tiger” Bennett (who must get mighty tired 
of being referred to as "veteran”) was sitting 
chilly on Coup-de-Vite and, from the split 
second he landed over that last jump, rode a 
finish that would have done credit to a top 
jock at the races. Doll Ram was tiring, and it 
was Coup-de-Vite in the final strides. 

Far back were William B. Thompson’s 
Gofetchit and Hugh J. O’Donovan’s Borobash, 
both of them owner-ridden. 

Winner in the secondary feature, the John 
Rush Streett Memorial, was H. Robertson Fen¬ 
wick’s brown Irish import, Coit, ridden by 
young Frank Bonsai, Jr., son of one of the 
Free State’s most successful trainers (and a top 
timber rider himself a few decades ago). Coit 
was an easy winner, by eight lengths, over 
John R. Devereux on his own Major Grace. 
T. S. Nichols’ Starboard was third. 

GRAND NATIONAL: Mrs. Louis Neilson, 
Jr.’s Coke Hi earned a flagfall-to-finish victory 
in the “little” Grand National at Butler on 
April 19, with 16-year-old Louis Neilson, III 
doing the riding. 

Coke Hi never relinquished the lead for the 
entire three miles and 18 fences to set a new 
course record of 6:08 3/5 and defeat Mrs. C.

This, the second of Maryland’s "big three” 
of timber racing, was a particularly thrilling 
race to the 5,000 spectators on hand, because 
at least four of the seven starters were aiming 
at the Hunt Cup the following Saturday—the 
first and second-place winners, plus Maj. Gen. 
R. K. Mellon’s Octavia’s Son and George T. 
Weymouth’s Flash B. Gentleman rider Eugene 
Weymouth, who rode Ned’s Flying to his 
Hunt Cup triumph the year before had turned 
down Mrs. Denckla’s invitation to ride him 
again this year because he was anxious to be 
on his father’s horse in the race. However, 
Flash B. pulled up lame in this outing, leaving 
young Weymouth without a mount for the 
Maryland. 

Philip Fanning, handling the riding assign¬ 
ment on Ned’s Flying in the Grand National, 
also was scheduled to ride him over the 
Glyndon course. 

Three horses hit the ground in this race— 
Major Grace, owned and ridden by John R. 
Devereux, III; and Jinxed Star, with Frank A. 
Bonsai, Jr. up, both hit the I4th fence. Octavia’s 
Son and rider Charles Benzel met a similar 
fate at the next-to-last fence. 

Young Bonsai, a 20-year-old Princeton 
junior, rode Mrs. John B. Hannum, Ill’s Zen- 
bar’s Son to win the other race on the card, 
the Western Run Plate, for non-winners over 
timber. Second, three lengths behind, was 
Stuart S. Janney’s Mainstay, which was far 
ahead of Mrs. William Crane’s Mexican Don, 
the only other horse to finish in the eight-horse 
field. 

MARYLAND HUNT CUP: "It may sound 
a little ridiculous, when a guy has a stable full 
of flat horses,” this man was saying, as he 
watched his horse cool out, "but if it was the 
spring of the year, and I had my choice be¬ 
tween two horses to get ready, either for the 
Kentucky Derby or this race—well. I’d rather 
shoot for the Maryland Hunt Cup.” 

The speaker was no green hand at the game. 
If you wanted an appointment with him at 
about 4:30 P.M. on the last Saturday in April, 
this year or last, you had to look only as far

as the top of an old farm wagon near the hnisn 
line of America’s greatest timber race. He’d be 
the fellow with the sandy hair, standing near 
that large silver bowl. Name: Bill Thomas, 
trainer of Ned’s Flying, two-time winner of 
the Maryland Hunt Cup. 

Bill comes by his zest for timber racing via 
a lifetime of making hunters, training chasers, 
and enjoying fox-hunting. He takes horses to 
the races, too, but his real love is the jump-ups 
—and this angular brown eleven-year-old called 
Ned’s Flying, owned by Mrs. C. Paul Denckla, 
of Berwyn, Pa. 

The most curious aspect of Ned’s Flyings 
April 26 victory, over the world’s toughest 
timber course in the Green Spring Valley, was 
that he waited until this late date in his career 


to display speed and turn into a front-runner. 
During much of his career, which dates back 
to ’52, the big brown fellow was more of a 
plodder, winning races here and there but not 
setting the chasing world on fire. 

Admittedly, this 62nd renewal of *‘The 
Maryland” was no sizzler, as pace went; the 
winner went the four miles and 22 fences in 
9:12 1/5, which was 28 seconds slower than 
the course record set by Blockade 20 years ago. 
Gentleman rider Philip Fanning had Mrs. 
Denckla’s horse under a snug hold during the 
early stages, but even under restraint, Ned’s 
Flying went to the lead at the 10th fence. Fan¬ 
ning literally stood up and pulled in an effort 
to save his horse. 

Meanwhile, the crowd of 15,000 was getting 
its chills out of the spills that are an inevitable 
part of the Hunt Cup. Saddest was that of 
Maj. Gen. Richard K. Mellon’s imported gray, 
Octavia’s Son, which hit the sixth fence hard, 
landed on his head and broke his neck instantly. 
He never moved again—destined to join the 
list of horses buried near where they fell on 
the course in other years. In the gray’s v/ake 
also went George L. Ohrstrom, Jr.’s Irish Well, 
but rider Danny Marzani hastily remounted 
him and continued the course. 

The midway point made this Maryland a 
three-horse race: Ned’s Flying running with 
obvious ease; Mrs. Louis Neilson, Jr.’s Coke Hi, 
fencing well after making several bad fences 
earlier; and William B. Thompson on his own 
Gofetchit. Mrs. Henry Obre’s Coup-de-Vite met 
disaster at the l6th, leaving only Charles M.

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Cann’s Galant Ship and the trailing Irish Well 
still running, but far back. 

The sight of those three leaders galloping 
evenly across the farthest, wood-lined fields of 
the course was worthy of the race’s best tradi¬ 
tions. Going into the 17th, it was Gofetchit on 
top, but Ned’s Flying got to him and ran with 
him stride for stride across that back hillside. 
By the time they got to the 18th, Ned’s Flying 
went to the front and got a three-length lead, 
still under Fanning’s steady hold. 

The three were on closer terms over the 20th, 
with Gofetchit and Coke Hi making a desper¬ 
ate effort to stay with the brown horse. And 
stay they did, over the 21st—but Fanning let 
his horse out a couple of notches, and it was 
Ned’s Flying’s race. 

Later, Fanning grinned that he’d looked back 
then and ”I thought they’d fallen in a hole— 
suddenly there I was, out there all by myself.” 

He crossed the finish line four lengths ahead 
of Gofetchit, with Coke Hi third. 

Like many another Maryland Hunt Cup, it 
was a case of experience serving the winner; 
Bill Thomas, looking back over his horse’s five 
trips over the course, could not remember his 
ever having hit a fence there. Likewise, Thomas 
recalled, Ned’s Flying, throughout his timber 
career, never has made a mistake at a fence 
that caused him to fall. On several occasions, 
he has had mishaps because of other horses, 
but not because of his own jumping mistakes. 

During the hunting season, "Neddy” serves 
as a family hunter for the Dencklas with 
Unionville, and usually makes a few visits to 
other hunts in Maryland and Pennsylvania. 

During the winter’s two severe snowstorms, 
this Maryland Hunt Cup winner served a 
utilitarian purpose; he was ridden to the nearby 
village of Paoli to get the mail. Mrs. Denckla 
sent him to Thomas at Timonium in mid- 
March, when the hunting season obviously was 
at an end because of the weather—and it was 
at that half-mile track that Ned’s Flying aston¬ 
ished the natives by galloping eight times 
around . 

Where do you come by a horse that some

day is going to win his second Maryland Hunt 
Cup? Mrs. Denckla figures she paid $50 for 
this one as a two-year-old; he was one of a 
group of four young horses, bought in a pack¬ 
age deal for $200.

To The Editor: 

Just as the dairymen across the nation and 
in Maryland and Delaware have set up artificial 
breeding stations on a co-operative basis, we 
need such a stud for our mares. 

The bull studs have completely changed the 
dairy picture in this country. Few farmers to¬ 
day keep bulls. The bulls kept by the stud are 
far superior than those most farmers could 
afford. These good bulls, selected by experts in 
the dairy field, have caused milk production to 
rise in leaps and bounds. The bulls have been 
selected on the basis of milk records of dams 
in their pedigree and ratings of their sires. 
Conformation or type is considered too. 

I propose such a horse stud to service Mary¬ 
land and perhaps Delaware. To my knowledge, 
artificial breeding of horses has been success¬ 
fully done. However, I do not believe any of 
the horse or pony breeds as yet will register a 
foal artificially bred. At this point, it makes no 
difference, as I will explain. 

There is a good demand for yearlings and 
two-year-olds of hunter type, and pleasure 
horses and ponies. These are usually more de¬ 
sirable if papers are available, yet it is not 
essential. 


Today horses and ponies are becoming an 
important part of agriculture. For example, 
Howard Anderson, a well-known vocational 
agriculture teacher at Washington High 
School, Princess Anne, has added ponies in the 
studies along with chickens, cows and swine. 
The reason for this is the profits in ponies 
when raised on a farm as an additional enter¬ 
prise. Two mare ponies will return as much 
profit as the average dairy cow, much more 
than a steer, double the profit from five sheep 
and far more than 100 hens. 

Mr. Anderson’s thinking is becoming wide¬ 
spread among many farmers in Maryland. 

My own personal experiences raising hunter 
foals have been expensive. I have made many 
trips to Pennsylvania and Virginia to breed my 
mare. The reason I went there was to breed to 
the best stallions available. I have had to con¬ 
tend with the mare’s failure to conceive, slip¬ 
ping her foal, etc. It all cost money. 

I have had to pay board on the mare which 
was much more expensive than what I could 
feed her at home. At times, she may not have 
had the care which I could have provided for 
her at home. 

Canada and Ireland have received much 
publicity on their breeding programs and

selection to produce good hunters. In this coun¬ 
try and in Maryland and Delaware we have 
done nothing. There are many farmers and 
horsemen who would enjoy raising foals either 
for pleasure or profit. 

With only the slightest efforts and a little 
publicity, Maryland and Delaware could get 
in on the ground floor and produce some of 
the greatest hunters, pleasure horses, and 
ponies. It could add much to our economic 
welfare. 

Where can one find a good hunter or pleas¬ 
ure horse today.^ Few exist and those available 
have a big price tag. The next best thing to 
do is buy a cull from the race track or a horse 
of some unknown breeding. The race horse 
may be broken down or of a temperament 
which will never make a good pleasure horse. 
The unknown breeding is usually a farmers 
draft mare and cow pony cross and the owner 
is ashamed to enter this horse in the show ring. 

This has discouraged many people who are 
interested in showing horses from owning one. 
It would mean much to the show associations 
if good horses were available over the entire 
state. 

Pony people in Maryland have made tre¬ 
mendous progress with their annual pony sale 
at Timonium. If members of the artificial 
breeding co-operative could join this group or 
sponsor their own sale, it is likely that this 
could be developed into one of the best sales 
in the country. 

We need the help of the Maryland extension 
service at College Park to get the stud started. 
Perhaps two Thoroughbreds, a Shetland, a 
Welsh, and an Arabian stallion would be suf¬ 
ficient. Semen could be handled along the same 
lines as the bull semen. Perhaps veterinarians 
in the various parts of the states could service 
the mares. 

I hope this idea will meet the approval of 
various groups concerned and some action will 
be taken.
